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Turbulent changes

Turbulent changes have ear- 
marked the Masters of Social 
Work program at CSUS, including 
a massive reform in field work 
units that has placed a number of 
graduate social work students out 
on an academic limb 

Since social work can have so 


many variables. the field work 
aspect has traditionally been the 
heart of anv MSW curriculum. The 
UC Berkeley MSW. program is 
one-half field work units, and the 
UCB program ts regarded as being 
one of the best in the nation 


Field work units make up only 
one-fifth the program at CSUS, 
partially due to the recent cuts in 
tield wofk units on top of ad- 
ditional time requirements 

MSW students here are dis- 
satisfied with the way the program 
is being administered. Many 
students feel discriminated against, 
especially working-class students 
with limited classroom time. The 
cut in field work unit’ aas forced 
many MSW students into other 
academic courses that they might 
never need in their unique career 
field 

Essentially, the cuts have 
reduced the possible field work 
units an MSW candidate can have 
over the two-year graduate 
program from 20 to 12. Formerly, 
the first year of field work was 
worth four units each semester and 
involved 16 hours of voluntary 
field activity per student each 
semester. The second year of study 
consisted of six field work units per 
semester, again involving 16 hours 


of field work 

The new program involves only 
three units of fieid work credit for 
each semester for the entire two- 
year program — with an extended 
work requirement of 24 hours per 
student each semester 

Enraged students in the MSW 
program petitioned to have the 
three-unit proposal for field work 
unit reduction repealed late last 
November Student sources said 
that over 90 percent of the entire 


MSW student body signed the 
petition 

The School of Social Work ad- 
ministration ignored the student 
teed back 


Ihe three-unit rule was imposed 
unofficially according to inside 
sources — and printed in the 1976- 
76 CSUS catalog as if the Faculty 
Senate Curriculum Committee had 
officially passed it 

The truth was, according to ired 
MSW students, that the Cur- 
riculum Committee kept tabling 
the proposal because of its con- 
troversial nature and never really 
passed it officially until it appeared 
in the catalog as a requirement of 
the MSW program 

The petition resulted because of 
obvious confusion among the 
MSW candidates 

But Assistant Dean of the SSW, 
Wanda Collins, issued a memo to 
all students last Dec. 10 that of- 
ficially denounced the petition and 
reaffirmed the administration's 
three-unit rule. 

The rule forces all MSW can- 
didates to take at least four extra 
classes that have little to do with 
their social work.

Mixed reaction to merit plan

The controversial “Ritchie 
amendmem”™ which places the con- 
sideration of competency and 
merit over tenure and seniority in 
faculty and staff lay-offs decisions 
has brought reaction on campus 
from the administration, faculty 
and ASI Senate Chair Jim Hollen- 
back. 

The California State University 
and Colleges (CSUC) Board of 
Trustees has deiayed finalizing the

General education” re- 
quirements for all CSUS students 
would be drastically altered if a 
university committee’s proposal 
becomes school policy. 

The proposal would reduce the 
current 46-unit requireinent to 42 
units, also reducing the variety of 
courses available. 

According to Olaf Perfler — as- 
sociate professor of German and 
chair of the 15-member General 
Education committee that 
authored the proposal ~ students 
would be required to take a specific 
number of units in four academic 


areas, natural sciences, social 
sciences, humanities and basic sub- 
jects. 


A minimum of eight units with 
at least one laboratory course must 
be taken under natural sciences. 

Social sciences would require at 
least eight units be taken while 
humanities would also require a 
minimum of eight units. 

Nine units of basic subjects 





clude such subjects as public 
speaking, foreign languages, 
writing, logic, math, computer 
science and statistics. 

The remainder of the 42-unit re- 
quirement would be made up 
through electives selected from any 
undergraduate university offering. 

The proposal would also up im- 
pose several regulations regarding 
general education course offerings. 

Students would be prohibited 
from applying more than four units 
from their major or three units 
from their minor towards gerieral 
education. No courses taken for 
general education credit could be 
applied towards upper division 
major requirements 

Also, students would be 
prohibited from taking more than 
six units for general education 
credit from any single department 
in natural sciences, social sciences 
or humanities. 


Only three units of required 
American history and constitution 


classes may be applied in the social 


science area. 

The proposal may be up against 
some strong opposition about the 
lack of recent student input. 


Perfler said the committee has 
been working on the idea for over 
two years, although student 
representatives have not attended 
meetings since the spring 1975 
semester 


Perfler said most of those 
courses “were being taught in the 
very same traditional way as other 
courses not in the same category.” 

Faculty Senate Chair Chris 
Dyer-Bennet told the Hornet Tues- 
day that the proposal may be “too 
much of a change for some 
students.” 

“This isn't the first time that 
student-concerned issues have 
come up with no students around,” 
Dyer-Bennet said. 

The committee has planned an 
open hearing on the proposal on 
March 2 from 2-4 p.m. in the 
Ribera Room. 


resolution until its May meeting to 
allow time for more input from 
faculty and students. 

Academic Vice President E 
James Archer was unavailable for 
comment. 

Louise Kanter, president of the 
local United Professors of Califor- 
nia (UPC) chapter, said she doesn’t 
know how CSUS President James 
G. Bond voted on the amendment 
although the Council of 
Presidents, a body consisting of all 
19 CSUC campus presidents, sup- 
ported the resolution. 

She said the ‘Ritchie 
amendment” would have faculty 
“trying to knife each other.” 

“There's going to be alot of in- 
fighting among faculty,” she 
added. She characterized the 
Trustee's resolution as “faculty in- 


timidation.” 
According to Kanter, the UPC 


will fight the measure with all its 
resources. All local chapters are 
calling general meetings which are 
open to everyone. 

UPC members are calling on 
their legislators to inform them and 
seek their assistance. 

“The state-wide UPC will be 
working with Jack Henning from 
the AFL-CIO to put pressure on 
the legislature and governor to in- 
troduce legislation to protect 
seniority rights,” Kanter said. 

A similar bill, ABIOSS, 
authored by Assemblyman Gary 
Hart, D-Santa Barbara, died when 
the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee killed it, 8-3. 

The UPC is also urging the 
state-wide Academic Senate to 
refuse participation in submitting 
principles for the final amendment. 

“A lot of work will have to be 
done,” Kanter said. 


UPC wouid like to get tenure 
written into statutory law, said 
Kanter. “Tenure exists only in Title 
Five of the Administrative Code 
which the trustees can change any 
time they want,” she said. 

Locally, the UPC chapter has 
planned a meet and confer session 
with Bond and a Feb. 20 meeting 
with CSUC Trustee Roy Brophy of 
Sacramento. 


Brophy told the Hornet Thurs- 
day that he supports the “concept 
of getting merit and competency in 


layoff and employment 
procedures.” 
He said UPC believes the 


trustees are trying to destroy 
tenure. “That's simply not true, 
tenure has nothing to do with 


merit,” Brophy said. 
“That's not what academic 
freedom is all about,” he added. 


ASI President John Giannoni 
was unavailable for comment. 

Senate Chair Jim Hollenback 
said he didn't know if Giannoni 
supported the amendment. 

Hollenback said he will per- 
sonally introduce a resolution in 
favor of the controversial 
amendment at next week's Student 
Senate meeting.

With the California legislature 
refusing to grant the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board (ALRB) 
the $3.8 million it needs to conduct 
farmworker elections, the United 
Farm Workers (UF W) of America 
have decided to return to the 
successful and time tested con- 
sumer boycott of Gallo wine, head 
lettuce and grapes 

The UF W's struggle for better 
wages, housing and working con- 
ditions has been long and painful 
Fired of poor wages, dangerous 
working conditions and 
unscrupulous labor contractors, 
grape-pickers in Delano went out 
on strike in 1965. The workers then 
formed what was to become the 
UFW

This is in reference to your ar- 
ticle in the Feb. || Hornet concer- 
ning the grievances which were 
aired in a meeting between Dean 
McClure and Social Work 

graduate students. | found the ar- 
ticle very interesting and = in- 
formative. However. there 1s 
another issue that is of equal im- 
portance and is yet unresolved 
within the school. That is the dis- 
tribution of curriculum units, 
specifically field units. 

The Masters program in the 
School of Social Work is a two- 
year four-semester program built 
on a minimum requirement of 60 
units for completion. Ideally, this is 
set out in 15 unit blocks over four 
semesters. The program ts struc- 
tured on both academic and field 
requirements with units distributed 
appropriately. Field work is con- 
sidered a major part of the overall 
program and does, in fact, 
constitute a significantly greater 
number of hours than does actually 
classroom participation. —_ His- 
torically, the field work unit for- 
mula has been for the first year 16 
hours (two days) in the field per 
week for four units per semester. 
For the second year 24 hours (three 
days) for six units (per semester). 

However, there has recently 
been a major school reorganization 
involving not only curriculum 
content, but basic organizational 
structure as well, One of the things 
that seems to have come out of this 
scuffle has been a revaluation of 
field work units. Policy now ts that 
a blanket three units are allocated 
for each semester of field work with 
no comparable cut in hour re- 
quirement.

In short this would constitute a 
4% weekly work load that ts either 
indirectly or directly associated 
with a typical 15-unit semester 
This does not include time and 
work that is necessary and suf- 
ficient to realistically produce 
either a project or thesis, a re- 
quirement and perhaps the 
ultimate out - come of the two 
years of study 

The above 48-hour weekly work 
ioad would seem, in fact, to deter- 
mine what is defined as a “full- 
time” student. However, a large 
segment of the present first year, to 
be second year, student body are 
either employed part or full-time, 
and thus adding to their weekly 
work load. It should be noted that 
a three-year part-time program has 
been proposed and perhaps has 
merit. But at the present, most 
students are in atwo-year program. 

it would seem with this type of 
unit distribution working students 
would have difficulty, just hour 
and time wise, making it through 
the program. The substantial 
number of students who recently 
received incompletes from this 
newly-reorganized program could 
be indictive of this potential dif- 
ficulty. 

Further, and more significantly, 
this would tend to eliminate from 
the two-year program future 
students who will have to work 
through school and, as indicated, 
places a heavy burden on current 
working students. As well, this 
could potentially climinate a large 
segment of not only working 
students but working people, and 
potential “students”, as well 


People who, for many and various

But the UFW did not give up 
Confronted with intimidations and 
violence from the Teamsters, the 
workers began picketing the lettuce 
fields. Despite the fact that two 
UFW strikers were killed and hun- 
dreds beaten, the workers con- 
tinued their struggle non-violently. 

Last year, the workers, growers 
and legislature produced a law that 
gave farmworkers the right to 
choose their own union, if any, in 
Over 27,000 
farmworkers have voted for the

Middle income family gets less 


(CPS) College financial aid 
officers have said it, prestigious 
educational organizations have 
said it, and parents have been 
screaming it — When it comes to 
college financial aid, the middle-in- 
come family gets screwed 

if a bill introduced by Senator 
Charles Percy (R-Hl) is enacted, 
college students from middle-in- 
come families would be entitled to 
substantial tax deferments in order 
to defray the costs of a college 
education. The bill is geared 
specifically for the middle-income 
family, making between $11,000 
and $16.000 per year 

Most federa! student aid plans, 
said Percy when he proposed the 
bill. are geared for students from 
lower-income families, those mak- 
ing up to about $9,000 

“This concentration on lower 
income groups,” said Percy, “has 
resulted in little or no financial as- 
sistance available for the student 
from a_ middle-income family 
whose needs are just as great ” 

Percy's bill bases the dis- 
tribution of the tax deferments 
upon the tax liability of the family 
that is, how much tax they are 
likely to pay. A student from a 
family making $14,000 a vear 
would be entitled to a tax 
deferment of more than $1.400 
The deferment would be paid back 
to the government over a period of 
three percent 
interest 


vears at seven 

According to Percy’s statistics 
a family could spend between 
$10,000 and $25,000 to send one

child to college for four years. The 
College Entrance Examination 
Board estimates that the parents of 
one-third of next year’s college 
students will not be able to pay 
more than $615 a year toward 
college costs 

Educational institutions, said 
Percy, often use up all the funds 
available from federal programs 
before they reach applications of 
students from middle-income 
families 

Under Percy's plan, a family br- 
inging in $14,000 a year is entitled 
to more than three times the 
deferment available to a family 
making approximately half that 
amount. A middle-income student 
who wanted to attend a high-cost 
private school is entitled to a 
greater tax deferment than a low- 
income student who might not 
even be able to afford a local or 
state school 

“Granted,” said Nancy O'Brien, 
a Percy aide, “the lower income 
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families are hardest hit by high 
costs. But middle-income familtes 
are not able to apply for financial 
aid.” 


Families with low incomes, said 
O'Brien, also have less expenses, 
while middle-income families have 
the expenses of a house, a second 
car, etc 


O'Brien added that, while a 
private school may cost much more 
than a state school, a middle-in- 
come family should not be 
penalized financially for wishing to 
send their child to such a school, 
since that would be “putting a limit 
on a person's perogative.” 


A bill similar to Percy's has 
been introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Abner Mikva 
(D-II), but the fate of both bills is 
up in the air. “This ts a ew 
concept.” said O'Brien. “It will take 
awhile for something lke this to 
catch on

We des- 
cribe successes and failures 
whenever we can.” the

As an English instructor, 
Thornton has witnessed writing 
difficulties in the current college 
population

There were only about 3,000 of 
these organs ever made. The last 
one was built in 1936.

“To build one today,” Roy es- 
timates, “would cost well over 
$50,000. It's not so much the 
material that is involved, as the 
craftsmanship that must go into 
the making.”

Campus peace Officer role

The role of the campus peace of- 
ficer has changed considerably in 
the past few decades. In the 40's 
and 50's his duties were like those 
of a babysitter: breaking up beer 
bouts and hasseling necking 
“naughties” who had somehow 

* allowed their mutua! admiration to 
overwhelm them in public. 

The 60's, with its student-laced 
societal concerns helped to shift the 
role of the campus peace officer. It 
was in the late 60's and early 70's 
when campus crime began crop- 
ping up. Some say it was a conse-

quence of the unrest of the 60°s; a 
new attention having been gained, 
the campus caught the world’s eye 

the criminal’s, too. So crime 
wandered in 

Today one of the major res- 
ponsibilities of the campus police 
officer is to protect the student 
from crime 

The amount of crime which oc- 
curs on a college campus depends 
upon its location: whether it 1s ur- 
ban or rural, the size of the city and 
where within the city it is situated 

CSUS is not situated in a par- 
ticularly ideal spot. Due to the 
close proximity to the bypass from 
J Street to Interstate 50. it receives 
a flow of people who do not have 
campus business. Additionally, it 1s 
surrounded by many easy escape 
routes. 

Nonetheless, the crime rate 
within the campus is what might be 
expected, as it corresponds propor- 
tionately to crime in Sacramento 

Another factor influencing 
campus crime is that students and 
faculty are “into their own thing.” 
A crime may occur, and no one 
may notice. Recently a celebrity 
whose picture had been posted 
everywhere on campus — arrived 
at CSUS, entered the University 
Union, and mounted the gairs to 
the third floor. No one apparently 
noticed the man! Later someone 
said, “A guy could move in, jack up 
the administration building on all 
four corners, and move it off cam- 
pus. And would anyone notice? 
Probably not.” 


CSUS campus police chief Don 
Yelverton pointed out that his crew 
must deal with two elements of 
crime: the criminal element as we 
normally think of it, and the 
element of internal security. Many

The 
recovery rate is not as high as might 
be desired the manpower 
situation does not permit a full- 
time investigator. By mid-March 
however, it 1s hoped that one may 
be added to the police stati 

Within the 
period, 415 crimes were reported 
The previous year the figure was 
approximately 670 for the entire 
year. While this suggests that crime 
may have risen, actual money 
losses for the six-month period 
correspond to the previous year’s 
losses for the same initial six- 
month period

force this year, which now brings

and an additional eight are officers 
trained in vehicle code and traffic

With theft as the most frequent 
offense committed on campus, one 
wonders what there is about CSUS 
that 1s so appealing. The most com- 
mon complaint of burglary and 
theft involves motor vehicles. The 
article most frequently reported 
stolen from a vehicle is a tape deck 

Recently the theft of a motor- 
cycle on campus culminated in an 
80 mile per hour chase down 
Folsom Avenue to I8th Avenue

doing to crack down on crime? Ef- 
forts are being made to have two 
cars patrolling at all times. Patrol 
routes vary. The theory behind this 
is that a varying route will not 
allow a potential criminal to deter- 
mine when a patrol car will pass. 

Also, maximum patrol is set in 
high-density areas, where there are 
more people and buildings. Con- 
trary tc popular belief, more crime 
occurs in high-density areas than in 
isolated areas. An additional effort 
includes the employment of six 
student heipers who patrol the par- 
king lots and between buildings 
Haven't you seen those orange clad 
walkie-talkie holders around at 
night?
